PREVENT  FOREST  FIRES

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REPORT  OF   DORCHESTER   CEMETERY  COMMITTEE 

The  plot  of  ground  given  by  Thomas  and  Marion  Morrissey  to  the  Town  for  a  new  cem- 
etery has  been  graded,  cleaned  free  of  most  smaller  stones  and  laid  out  in  suitable  lots  which 
are  now  available  to  interested  persons.  A  driveway  was  made  into  the  new  cemetery  from 
the  Paul  Smith  Road.  Of  the  three  hundred  dollars  which  was  appropriated  at  last  year's 
Town  Meeting  the  following  expenditures  were  made:

The  following  men  gave  their  time  in  instalUng  the  new  fence  and  posts  —

During  the  past  year  fourteen  cemeteries  were  visited  and  new  hstings  made  of  the 
stones  found  there.  Several  of  these  had  not  been  noted  before.  A  cemetery  location 
map  has  been  drafted  to  assist  interested  persons  in  locating  these  cemeteries  and  a 
copy  of  this  map  as  well  as  the  lists  is  in  the  hands  of  the  selectmen.  Several  soldiers' 
stones  were  found  and  American  flags  were  placed  there.  We  hope  to  obtain  holders  for 
these  flags  before  another  summer. 

Some  money  from  existing  trust  funds  was  drawn  for  work  on  certain  cemeteries. 
More  work  was  done  free  gratis  and  it  is  hoped  volunteers  can  be  drawn  together  early 
this  summer  to  do  more  of  the  much  needed  work  on  these  old  cemeteries.  It  is  hoped 
the  sale  of  lots  and  newly  established  trust  funds  can  prove  adequate  for  the  care  of 
our  new  cemetery.

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DORCHESTER    HISTORICAL    MUSEUM 


I  have  requested  permission  to  make  a  brief  report  here  concerning  the  Dorchester 
Historical  Museum  which  was  estabUshed  two  years  ago  in  the  Uttle  red  schoolhouse 
close  by  our  town  hall.  This  building  is  town  property  and  permission  was  granted  by 
the  Selectmen  for  its  use  as  a  museum.  It,  of  course,  remains  town  property  and  all 
gifts  given  outright  to  the  museum  thus  become  town  property.  Gifts  loaned  may  be 
re-claimed  at  any  time  by  those  wishing  their  return.  Our  response  has  been  wonderful 
and  we  have  many  very  interesting  articles,  pictures  and  old  newspapers  given  by  towns- 
people and  friends  from  Canaan,  West  Canaan,  West  Rumney  and  more  distant  places. 
One  of  our  most  priceless  contributions  came  from  Mrs.  Gertrude  Rock  of  Lebanon  who 
learned  of  our  museum  through  correspondence  I  had  with  the  Lebanon  Historical 
Society.  She  had,  through  a  private  sale  come  into  possession  of  some  of  Dorchester's 
oldest  town  records.  She  brought  them  to  me  as  a  present  for  the  museum,  refusing 
even  to  let  me  compensate  her  financially  for  what  she  had  paid  for  them.  We  should  be 
most  grateful  to  this  fine  lady.  There  are  far  too  many  articles  to  Ust.  The  oldest,  a 
record  book  of  the  first  meetings  held  in  the  Town  in  1 780  and  on  through  1 790,  has 
been  copied  for  the  museum  and  the  original  placed  in  the  town  safe.  Other  old  records 
have  been  placed  in  a  metal,  mouseproof  case  and  are  in  the  hands  of  the  Selectmen  and 
borrowed  sometimes  for  reference  and  research  for  the  museum. 

An  historical  museum  is  an  added  attraction  to  any  town  and  it  is  hoped  that  more 
interest  in  ours  can  enable  us  to  keep  it  open  to  the  pubUc  at  least  on  Sunday  afternoons 
during  the  summer  months.
